DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Wei Te Chung on January 7, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

On Claim 1 , Line 8, after "signals" add --each standard SATA cable further 
comprises four grounding wires, and two of the grounding wires are neighboring and 
electrically connected to same contact, all the plurality of standard SATA cables and 
single wires are bent in a right angle at positions adjacent to connections between the 
contacts and the standard SATA cables and single wires, a right angle cover encloses a 
mounting portion of the housing and the connections between the contacts and the 
standard SATA cables and the single wires, the housing comprises a mating portion 
opposite to the mounting portion, a plurality of passageways is defined in the housing 
from a rear face of the mounting portion to the mating portion, an L-shaped receiving 
space is defined in the mating portion and communicates with the passageways, and 
the contacts are retained in the passageways and exposed in the L-shaped receiving

space, a boot is utilized to package the standard SATA cables and the single wires, four 
standard SATA cables are provided and the single wires are located in the center of 
four standard SATA cables. — 
Please cancel 2-13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lucius et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,343,528) discloses an assembly (10) having an 

insulating housing (12,14,16,18,20) with contacts (26) retained inside and cables and 

wires (28,30,32,34,36) having different standards connected to the contacts (26). See 

Figs. 1-4. 

Lee (U.S. Patent No. 6,648,676) discloses an assembly having an insulating 
housing (2) with contacts (3) retained inside and power wires (5) and signals cables (6) 
connected to their respective contacts (3). See Figs. 1-6. 

Patel et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,934,942) discloses an assembly having an 
insulating housing (24) with contacts (42) retained inside, and wires (50) connected to 
their respective contacts (42). See Figs. 1-4. 

However, the references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, the housing comprises a mating portion opposite to the mounting portion, 
a plurality of passageways is defined in the housing from a rear face of the mounting 
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portion to the mating portion, an L-shaped receiving space is defined in the mating 
portion and communicates with the passageways, and the contacts are retained in the 
passageways and exposed in the L-shaped receiving space, and four standard SATA 
cables are provided and the single wires are located in the center of four standard 
SATA cables and in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

6,273,753) disclose cable assemblies having housings, cables, signal wires and 
contacts.
